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REASON FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As to claims 1, 7, 13, the cited prior art of record fails to disclose an apparatus or method 
for minimizing frequency search time which comprises steps as specified in the claims, wherein 
before tuning to a new target frequency for frequency search excursion, the receiver of a user 
station is configured to overcome the loss of forward link symbols during the sampling of the 
target frequency by increasing the target Eb/N 0 of the forward link power control of the user 
station over a portion of a first or second frame. This patentable distinction is included in all 
independent claims and provide an non-obvious improvement over the invention described in US 
patent 6,078,570 to Czaja, US 6,134,440 to Black, US 6144,649 to Storm et al, US 5,999,816 to 
Tiedemann, Jr. et al and PCT WO 97/40592 to Dahlman et al.
